—One man was killed and 75 in- 
jured, five possibly fatally, follow- 
ing the explosion of a burning gas- 
oline still in the big plant of the 
Indian Refining Co. here about

Jack Irreeze, 30-year-old refinery 
workman, died in the Good Sa- 
maritan Hospital at) Vincennes, 
Ind., at noon, of burns suffered 
the. explosion.

The night shift at the plant was 
clearing the stills when the con- 
tents of one of the open _ stills 
caught fire. A workman noted a 


_gmall leak in the 500- gallon vessel 
' and saw flame leap upward imme- 


diately from the burners under- 
‘neath. The fire sirens were sound- 
ed and the 1200 employes of the 
company routed from their béds to 
fight the blaze. 


A hundred men, undershirts,

ter and chemicals... Two adjoining 
stils! caught fire before the fire- 
fighting force was organized. The 
men had striven with the flames 
for 20 minutes when there was a 


slight explosion. Flames shot out

Further questioning’ did not 
disclose What were Joselin’s brave 
acts, the circumstances of his 
deportation or his identity. 

Mother Concepcion said she first 
‘learned of Obregon’s death from 
the newspapers and first knew thut 
Toral had killed him aftcr she had 
been arrested, Toral himself béing 


brought before her by po:ice, ard 
Tora] telling her that he had 
killed Obregon. She testified that 
at this meeting Toral asked her: 
“Do you want to die with me?’

Twenty-four patented fountain 
pens and pencils were recovered at 
the shop of Frank ‘Turchinsky, 
1429 Markct street, and two pens 
were found at the shop of Joseph 
Pobens, 1094 Trranklin avenue. 
Both Turchinsky and Dobens de- 
clared that they had bought these 
and oller articles from Skulidis in 
good faitp, unaware they had been 
stolen. 

Names Scratched Off, Pes. 

The pens had been stolen from 
the mail while en route from the 
maker to the owners who had sent 
then: to the factory for repairs. 
Names of the owners had been 
etched on the pens originally, but 


when recovered in the pawnshoy 


the names had been scratched oul 
Postoffice inspectors said the 
pawnbrokers, after buying pens 
worth from $8 to $9 each for $1 
to $1.50, had failed to record the 
purchases on their books, as fre- 
quired by law. 

Although Skulidis insisted 
thefts did not total more 
$4000, for which he offered to 
make restitution, police found in 
his room at. 2L South lifteenth 
street, certificates of deposit and 
a savings bank book for $39,- 
6$°.54. The certificates had been 
issued by St. Louis banks; the de- 
posit book by a New York bank 
where Skulidis had placed $1000, 
apparently as a reserve fund in 
case he had to leave St. Louis in 
a hurry. 

When arrested yesterday, Skul- 
idis had in his pockets $2250 cash, 
including 15 $100 bills, 10 $80 
bills and 10 $20 bills.

Sewed in Skulidis’ cap were ear- 
rings, bracelet and otber articles of 
jewelry, which he had set aside as 
presents for his bride-to-be 
he returned to his native Greece, 
as he planned, next month.

He says he has. been 
Stealing for the last five years.

CITIZENSHIP DENIED 


He Was Convicted of Felony 
and Never: Pardoned, Polliti- 
cal Opponents Say. 


Whether Edward J. (“Jellyroll’’) 


Hogan, former gang leader and 
cancidate for the State Senate in 
is really 
a citizen and a qualified voter is 
a question that has been raised }y 
supporters of Hogan's opponent, 


State Senator Joseph H. Brogan. 

Hogan served 50 days in jail in 
September and October of. 19209 
for carrying a concealed weapon. 
It is a felony to carry a concealcd 
weapon. Conviction of a felony de- 
prives the defendant of citizenship 
until he has been pardoned by the 
Governor. No pardon has been 1s. 
sued to Hogan. 

In addition the law provides that 
a candidate for State Senator must 
have been-a qualified voter for 
three years. Opponents of Hogan 
point out that if he has not kad 
the rizht to vote he is not a quali- 
fied voter and hence would be in- 
eligible for office in 1928 cven if 
he were pardoned. 

Hogan contends that the fact 
that he got only a jail sentence 
shows that he was convicted of a 
misdemeanor. He argues that only 
where a penitentiary sentence oF 
death sentence is imposed has the 
defendant been convicted of a fel- 
ony. 

Section 3712 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1919 defines a felony as 
“any offense for which the offender 
on conviction, shall be able by law 
to be punished with death or im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary, and 
no other.” 

Section 3714 defines a misde- 
meanor as an offense “punishable 
only by fine or imprisonment in 
a county jail, or both.” 

A prominent jurist pointed out 
that since an offender under the 
concealed weapons statute is liable 
to a penitentiary sentence, he is on 
trial for a felony, under the mean- 
ing both of Sections 3712 and 3714. 
In many cases the courts have held 
that an offense punishable by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary is 
not a misdemeanor merely because 
a fine or jail sentence may be as- 
sessed. y

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PRISON TERMS 
GIVEN LEADERS Ut 
STRIKE PICKETS 


Appeals Taken From Sen- 
tences of Six Months Im- 
posed by New Bedford, 
Mass., Judge. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Aug. 1. 
—With practically all of the lead- 
ers of the radical labor groups in 
the House of Correction today, the 
picketing of textile mills by strik- 
ers was a tame affair. 

Picketing by small lines com- 
posed principally of women. and 
children was carried on yesterday 
before the Whitman and Acushnet 
mills. Police made no effort to 
disperse these pickets. 

In contrast with Monday night 
when troops were used, only one 
person, a woman, was arrested last 
night for picketing. 

Judge Milliken in the Third Dis- 
trict Court set a new record for 
disposing of cases by sitting last 
night. Prisoners were arraigned in 
batches. Reading of complaints 
was waived in most cases and the 
def@ndants were convicted of riot- 
ing after pleading not guilty. 

Ten classified as leaders received 
sentences of six months each in the 
House of Correction, while the 
others got two months. The lead- 
ers appealed and were held in 
$1500 bond, while bail for the oth- 
ers was set at $500. Of the 250 
sentenced only 22 were bailed. They 
are members of the New Bedford 
Textile Council, the regular labor 
body and the only group recognized 
by the manufacturers.

9 Florida U,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Dr. 

John J. Tigert, Commissioner of 


the Bureau of Education, today 
tendered his resignation, effective 
Sept. 1, to Secretary of the Interior 
West to accept the presidency of 
the University of Florida, 

Tigert, who has been head of 
the Bureau of Education = since 
1921, was elected president of the 
Florida school on July 9 by its 
board of regents, but no announce- 
ment was made until today.

Conger'’s sensational victory over 
the German and Swedish _ stars 
proved to be the only American 
qualification for the finals in the 
1500 meters, his teammate, Nick 
Carter of Los Angeles, just failing 
to cOme through as he finished 
third in the sixth and last qualify- 
ing heat.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The 
heavyweights lacked a king today 
but the machirrery for the selection 
of a suecessor to the throne was 


set up and ready for action. 

By voluntary abdication rather 
than by force of a foeman’s fists, 
rene Tunney, who rose from the 
obscurity of a bank clerk to the 
prominence that awaits the king of 
fighters, has vacated his throne 
and returned to private life. 

He becomes the second heavy- 
weight title-holder to decide that 
the ring holds nothing more for 
him but unlike the confusion that 
followed the retirement of Jim JeZ- 
fries in 1905, Gene leaves behind 
him, as a heritage, a well-ordered 
plan designed to choose from all 
the contenders a logical successor 
to the crown. 


Rickard In Command, 

Into the hands of Tex Rickard 
the retiring champion has placed 
the responsibility of conducting an 
elimination tournament, interna- 
tional in scope, out of which, he 
hopes, will come the man most 
fitted to wear the now discarded 
rebes of fistic royalty. As another 
parting gift, Tunney will place in 
the hands of a committee of 26, 
headed by Rickard and William 
Muldoon, 82-year-old New York 
State Athletic Commissioner, a tro- 
phy on which will be inscribed the 
names of each predecessor and 
successor to Gene’s crown. 

Even as Tunney’s retirement be- 
came known, the shadow of the 
old Manassa mauler, Jack Demp- 
sey, fell once more across the 
heavyweight picture—an ominous 
sight for other front-rank contend- 
ers, 

Beaten twice by Tunney, Demp- 
sey announced his own retirement 
from the ring some months ago, 
but with Tunney, his arch-nemesis 
no longer as an obstacle, there 
were many who thought that the 
great slugger would reconsider 
and that before another year has 
passed the conquerc:r of Willard, 
Firpo, Carpentier, Brennan and 
Gibbons, once more would be 
found in his corner, scowling fer- 
ociously at an opponent. 

There are few who seriously doubt 
that Dempsey, despite his age, still 
can defeat virtually every heavy- 
weight contender now on the hori- 
zon. When the Manassa Mauler de- 
cided upon a come-back after he 
was refieved of his crown by Tun- 
ney at Philadelphia in 1926, he 
was pitted against Jack Sharkey, 
then considered the man most like- 
ly to knock Gene's title from his 
head. Dempsey knocked out Shar- 
key in seven rounds and then came 
within an ace of regaining his title 
from Tunney at Chicago, flooring 
the champion in the _ seventh 
round, the first time Gene ever 
had been knocked down.

No Type Like Him. 
QO place in the history of 
pugilism, perhaps, have we 
encountered a character like 
Tunney. Here we have probably 
the only champion of the ring 
who calmly and after considera- 
tion, chose a profession embrac- 
ing danger, physical suffering 
and low énvironment at times, 
as a mere means to an intellectu- 
al end. He adppted fighting to 
gain money to pursue his educa- 
tion. 

To achieve his purpose Tunney 
entered upon a rigid denial of all 
things fleshly, devoted his entire 
time to devéloping his physique, 
concentrated on the task of béat- 
ing his foes. In doing it he got 
rid of manager after manager 
who hampered him with bad ad- 
vice. Hé made his own pians and 
followed them against the criti- 
cism of the world. He stuck with 
Spartan fortitude to self-deniat 
until he had reached the point 
where he saw himself a finished 


product, 

Then, while the getting was 
good, he went after the title 
and was laughed at. He 
matured his own pians for the 
fight, followed his own system, 
heeded no man’s'= advice—and 


won to the goal. 

And the further he traveled, 
the better he became. 

Only a sterling character can 
be true to a purpose as faith- 
fully as Tunney has been. And 
it is with the knowledge of his 
unbending resolution that it is 
predicted here that whatever 
Tunney undértakes he will ac- 
complish.

Collins study the opposing pitch- 
ers. 
they get away with the first swing 
of the pitcher's arm. With fellows 
like that the success or failure of 
their steal is decided in the first 
10 feet. Smart pitchers know that. 
That's why you see pitchers toss- 
ing to first base frequently and 
driving a runner back. Nine times 
out of 10 when a pitcher throws 
to first he has no intention of 
catching the runner. He simply 
wants to keep him close to the bag, 
so he can’t make a quick start on 
the pitch.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1. 

HE business of being a chef in 
[america has not attained the 

dignity it has in Europe, but 
makes headway. The newly im- 
ported chef is now snapshotted at 
the dock with other celebrities and 
questioned by reporters. 

Their salaries in New York range 
from $5000 to $25,000 a year. The 
European chef usually comes to the 
calling by family inheritance—his 
father, grandfather and so on were 
chefs. Since the seventeenth cen- 
tury one family in Germany has 
given each generation an illustrious 
chef. 

The skill of a superior chef de- 
pends largely 
taste. He never smokes, for fear 
of injury to his palate. Nearly all 
have an academic education, many 
baing graduates of law and medical 
schools before taking up the culi- 
nary art, 

The European chef arrives at his 
life’s work by gradua§ stages. He 
must serve his apprenticeship in 
lowly scullery posts, as a bus boy, 
waiter, waiter captain and, .nost 
important of all, as head waiter.

DENIES GASOLINE TAX 


Treasurer Stephens’ Clerk 
Makes Reply to Charges by 
Becker’s Supporter.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 1. — 
Rumors of discrepancies in the 
handling of the state gasoline tax 
collections, revived in an open }at- 
ter by G. B. Harlan, newspap:2r 
publisher of Pilot Grove, Mo., 1o 
State Treasurer C. E. Stephens, 
kave been investigated several 
times in the last 10 months. Ea‘h 
time the seeming discrepanci.s 
have been explained by the differ- 
ence in bookkKeeping methods cf 
the treasurer and the oil inspection 
department, which collects the tax. 

Harlan, as has been related, 
charged Stephens had held out of 
the treasury more than $500,090 
of gasoline tax collections since 
June, 1925, and asked if interest 
was collected on this sum, and if 
SO, who got it. He also chargec 
Stephens had reported $450,000 
less interest. annually on State 
funds for 1925 and 1926, than his 
predecessor reported in 1923 anda 
1924. 

Harlan is supporting C. V. Beck- 
er (incumbent) for the Republican 
nomination for Secretary of State, 


in the primary election next Tues- 
day. Stephens is Becker's oppo- 
nent for the nomination. 

Chief Clerk Paul McCall of the 
Treasury Department, has writtan 
a letter to Harlan in the absence 
‘of Stephens, who ts campaigning, 
declaring there. were no discrep- 
ancies in the gasoline tax records 
of the Treasurer. He said the dif- 
ference in interest collected 0: 
State funds was due to the fact 
that the inteerst rate paid by the 


State depositories in 1925 and 1926 
averaged 3.15 per cent, or 1.98 per
